COVER  SKETCH 


We  have  selected  the  former  West  Center  School  as  the 
subject  for  this  year's  cover  sketch  because  of  the  part 
it  played  in  the  history  of  the  school  systems  of  the 
town  and  because  it  was  the  home  of  Ernie  Cole,  to  whom 
this  year's  report  is  dedicated,  for  many  years. 

This  school  was  located  on  the  west  side  of  New 
Braintree  Road  near  the  junction  with  Hopgood  Road  at 
the  location  of  the  dwelling  now  owned  by  the  Oscar 
Sanfords . 

The  school  was  a  single  room  building,  22'x  18'  in 
size  and  was  built  in  1836  by  Willis  Crawford,  Whipple 
Ayres  and  Ed.  Bullard.  It  served  the  people  of  the  Fourth 
School  District  from  1836  until  1874  when  the  school 
districts  were  abolished  after  much  controversy  and 
many  town  meetings. 

The  original  school  house  was  later  converted  into  a 
dwelling  house  and  was  the  home  of  Edwin  Bullard  for 
many  years.  During  this  period  it  was  severely  damaged 
by  fire  after  which  the  present  building  was  constructed. 

The  students  and  teachers  of  this  school  include  the 
names  of  many  well  known  Oakham  people  including:

The  dog  year  begins  on  April  1st,  and  pets  should  be 
licensed  by  that  date.  Remember  if  your  own  dog  is  not 
licensed,  the  Dog  Officer  can  do  nothing  if  your  pet 
should  turn  up  missing. 

The  Clerk  received  the  new  license  books  usually  the 
middle  of  March.  About  half  of  the  licenses  issued  each 
year  are  thru  the  mail  and  those  issued  at  the  Annual 
Rabies  Clinic  (sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  the 
Fire  Station  each  spring) . 

See  Report  of  The  Town  Clerk  for  the  Office  Hours. 

The  following  information  is  needed  for  a  dog  license: 
Name  and  address  of  Owner,  name  of  dog,  breed,  color  and 
sex  (if  the  dog  is  a  Spayed  Female,  the  Spayed  Certifi¬ 
cate  must  be  shown  the  first  time  that  the  dog  is  li¬ 
censed)  .  DOGS  ARE  SUPPOSED  TO  BE  LICENSED  WHEN  THEY  BE¬ 
COME  THREE  MONTHS  OF  AGE. 

The  dog  tag,  which  is  given  with  the  license,  is  im¬ 
portant  in  helping  to  find  a  lost  pet,  or  in  identify¬ 
ing  the  owner  of  a  stray  dog.  Strays  should  be  reported 
to  the  dog  officer  (882-3031)  with- in  twenty  four  hours. 
Duplicate  dog  tags,  to  replace  lost  ones,  can  be  made 
up  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

It  is  a  State  Law  that  all  dogs  MUST  be  vaccinated  for 
Rabies  every  24  months.  This  is  as  much  for  protection 
of  people  as  it  is  for  the  health  of  your  animal.  Watch 
the  newspaper  for  the  date  of  the  next  Board  of  Health 
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Rabies  Clinic  and  save  some  money. 

This  year  we  sold  a  total  of  32  more  licenses  then 
last  year,  thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  the  Dog  Officer 
Dennis  Casault  and  his  wife  and  "First  Assistant"  Marcia. 
Every  year  we  get  closer  to  100%  licensed  dogs- -perhaps 
1978  will  be  the  year I

JANUARY  1,  1979.  Therefore,  no  such  licenses  will  be 
issued  in  the  1978  calendar  year.

It  really  does 
in  OakhamI  You  may  register  as  soon  as  you  move  into 
Oakham  and  you  may  register  to  vote  in  your  17th  year 
(of  age).  You  may  not  vote,  though,  until  the  day  before 
your  18th  birthday.  Once  you  register  to  vote,  you  do 
not  need  to  re-register  until  either  you  move  or  your 
name  changes. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK  --  1977

The  Tomi  Clerk’s  Office  hours  as  posted  (Each  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  evening  from  7  P.M.  to  9  P.M.  and  other 
hours  by  appointment)  have  been  a  success.  Therefore 
they  will  be  continued  without  change. 

As  your  Town  Clerk,  I  have  attended  various  informa¬ 
tional  County  and  State-Wide  Town  Clerk  Meetings.  I  am 
serving  my  second  year  as  a  member  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  for  Worcester  County  Clerk’s  Assoc,  of  Town 
Clerks.  For  this  same  organization.  I  am  serving  my  first 
year  as  a  member  of  the  new  committee  called  Program 
Planning.  This  last  committee,  I  serve  with  the  Clerks 
from  Ashbumham  and  Petersham. 

I  am  also  part  of  the  State  Clerks  Committee  to  gather 
all  of  the  State  Laws  regarding  Town  Clerks  and  their 
jobs  and  to  write  a  Manuel.  For  this  Committee,  I  am 
Temporary  Chairman  of  the  section  on  Town  Business. 

In  February,  I  attended  a  two  day  conference  in  Boston 
on  Balloting  Technology.  This  was  quite  informative  and 
was  sponsored  by  the  National  Conference  of  State  Legis¬ 
lators,  the  Federal  Election  Committee,  The  Massachu¬ 
setts  Legislature.  The  Joint  Committee  on  Election  Laws 
and  the  Mass.  Legislature’s  Science  Resource  Office. 

Thanks  to  your  Annual  Town  Meeting  Vote,  August  meant 
my  second  trip  to  Newport,  Rhode  Island  to  attend  the 
Certified  Municipal  Clerk’s  Institute  at  Salve  Regina 
College.  This  is  a  five  day  Institute,  from  which,  after 
completing  100  hours  (3  years)  and  fulfilling  various  on 
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the  job  qualifications,  Degrees  called  C.M.C.  (Certi- 
field  Municipal  Clerk)  are  given  by  the  International  in¬ 
stitute  of  Municipal  Clerks. 

One  major  purpose  of  these  Institutes  (which  are  held 
all  over  the  Nation) ,  is  to  turn  out  Clerks  who  are  edu¬ 
cated,  skilled,  professionals  as  Municipal  Executives 
and  as  individuals. 

The  classes  were  2  hours  each  and  were  in: 

Interpersonal  Communications 
Public  Administration 
Politics 

Public  Budgeting 
Intergovernmental  Relations 
Political  Problem  Solving 
Survey  Techniques 

Citizen’s  Participation  in  Human  Services 
Problem  Solving 
Charter  Reforms 
Property  Rights 

This  year,  I  look  forward  to  my  third  and  last  year  at 
the  Institute  with  mixed  emotions.  This  year  I  will 
graduate  aad  hopefully,  before  the  year  is  out  receive 
my  C.M.C.  designation,  but  it  will  also  mean  perhaps  the 
last  time  that  I  will  meet  some  of  my  Clerk  friends  from 
Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  Maine  and  Vermont.  I  will  al¬ 
so  miss  the  educational  experience. 

A  major  expense  of  the  Town’s,  especially  regarding 
the  Town  Clerk’s  responsibility  to  see  that  the  Town’s 
records  are  properly  cared  for,  is  the  expense  of  rebind¬ 
ing,  binding  and  preserving  the  ancient  (and  not  so 
ancient  Town)  records)  for  the  future  generations  of 
residents.  I  am  going  to  work  hard  this  year  to  see  that 
this  preservation  is  begun.  It  will  probably  cost  around 
$15,000  to  do  this  all  at  once  but  I  propose  that  a  pro¬ 
gram  be  started  where  $2,000  would  be  spent  each  year 
(hopefully  this  money  can  come  from  Federal  Revenue  Shar¬ 
ing  or  some  other  Grant) ,  until  the  project  is  conpleted. 
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Since  writing  my  1976  report  for  the  Town  Report  Book¬ 
let,  Oakham’s  list  of  registered  voters  has  grown  to  591 
with  62  persons  registered  to  vote  from  January  1,  1977 
to  February  1,  1978.

7 . 2  Issuance  of  Building  or  Use  Certificates 

The  Building  Inspector  may  issue  a  building  or  use 
permit  when  it  is  determined  the  application  com¬ 
plies  with  all  local  and  state  laws  or  codes. 

7 . 3  Certificate  of  Occupancy 

No  land  shall  be  occupied  or  used  and  no  building 
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or  structure  hereinafter  erected  or  structurally 
altered  shall  be  occipied  or  use  unless  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  occupancy  has  been  issued  by  the  Building 
Inspector.  Such  certificate  shall  state  that  the 
structure  and  use  of  structure  and  land  comply  in 
every  respect  with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law 
in  effect  at  the  time  of  issuance. 

A  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  conditioned  on 
the  maintenance  of  full  conpliance  with  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  by-law  in  effect  at  the  time  of  issu¬ 
ance  or  with  restrictions  inposed  in  a  decision  of 
the  Planning  Board  or  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  shall 
lapse  if  such  compliance  fails. 

7.4  Special  Permits 

Applications  for  special  permits  will  be  considered 
by  the  Planning  Board.  A  public  hearing  will  be 
held  on  each  application  within  sixty- five  (65)  days 
after  filing  of  application.  Abuttors  will  be  noti¬ 
fied  in  writing.  A  notice  of  the  hearing  will  be 
posted  in  three  (3)  public  places  and  printed  in 
at  least  one  recognized  newspaper  in  each  of  two (2) 
successive  weeks  -  the  first  publication  and  post¬ 
ing  to  be  not  less  than  fourteen  days  before  the 
day  of  the  hearing. 

The  Planning  Board  will  render  its  decision  within 
ninety  (90)  days  of  the  public  hearing  and  will  so 
inform  the  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer  and  the 
applicant. 

The  applicant  for  special  permits  shall  be  respons¬ 
ible  for  all  costs  involved  in  processing  the 
application. 

7. 5  Board  of  Appeals 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of 
Appeals  established  persuant  of  Chapter  40a  amended. 

7.6  Appeals 

Appeal  of  the  decision  of  the  Planning  Board  must 
be  filed  within  (30)  thirty  days  of  the  Planning 
Board  decision.  The  Board  of  Appeals  will  hold  a 
public  hearing  within  sixty- five  (65)  days  of  fil¬ 
ing  date. The  Board  will  render  its  decision  within 
seventy- five  (75)  days  and  so  inform  the  Zoning  En¬ 
forcement  Officer  so  he  may  take  proper  action. 

7.7  Penalty

Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  By-Law 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00) 
for  each  offense.  Each  day  that  will- full  violation 
continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 
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7.8  Validity 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this 
by-law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or 
provision. 

The  equivilant  provisions  of  the  Town  of  Oakham’s 
original  Zoning  By-Law  especially  regarding  house- 
lot  size  and  frontage,  are  deemed  not  to  have  been 
repeal sed  if  the  amended  provisions  do  not  receive 
the  Attorney  General's  approval. 

7.9  Other  Regulations 

This  by-law  shall  not  interfere  with  or  annul  any 
other  town  by-law,  rule  or  regulation. 

7.10  Effective  Date 

The  effective  date  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  the  date 
upon  which  it  is  voted  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  amended  Chapter  40A. 

Vote  on  this  article  was  by  a  show  of  hands  and  there 
were  no  hands  opposing  the  passage  of  this  article.  De¬ 
clared  passed  by  the  moderator.  Amendments  were  voted 
upon  and  added  to  Section  VII,  7.8  and  7.5.

It  was  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  voters  that  they  write  letters  to  the  State 
Department  protesting  the  fact  that  the  Town  must  main¬ 
tain  roads  without  State  Aid. 

ARTICLE  14. 

(This  is  in  this  book  in  incorrect  order- -this  was  vot¬ 
ed  before  the  reconsideration  of  the  Highway  Department 
Budget  and  after  the  School  Building  Committee’s  Report) 
This  report  was  given  by  the  Highway  Department  Build¬ 
ing  Study  Committee’s  Chairman,  Wesley  H.  Dwelly: 

’’The  Public  Works  Department,  the  Public  Service  Depart¬ 
ments  and  the  Public  Safety  Departments  of  the  Town  of 
Oakham  are  currently  being  housed  in  antiquated  facili¬ 
ties  or  on  private  property  and  are  hard  pressed  for  in¬ 
creased  services.  The  task  of  modernization  and/or  re¬ 
placement  is  of  prime  concern  and  one  being  considered 
by  a  regional  concept  however,  there  are  no  foreseeable 
building  program  funds  available.  Therefore,  the  Town  of 
Oakham  has  decided  to  submit  an  application  through  the 
Economic  Development  Administration,  under  the  Local 
Public  Works  Enployment  Act  of  1976,  to  construct  a  Pub¬ 
lic  Works  Building. 

This  building  will,  when  completed,  have  eight  vehicle 
bays,  offices,  storage  areas  and  lavatory  facilities  for 
Town  employees.  The  building  will  provide  for  the  hous¬ 
ing,  repair  and  maintenance  and  storage  of  Town  equip¬ 
ment  and  will  house  departments  currently  working  out 
of  private  homes,  open  areas  or  an  antiquated  Town 
garage.  It  is  anticipated,  a  new  building,  having  the 
above  mentioned  departments  housed  under  one  roof,  will 
conserve,  share,  decrease  overhead  and  provide  addition¬ 
al  employment  opportunities  when  completed.  The  Public 
Works  Building  will  be  constructed  on  Town  land  and  will 
be  accessable  to  the  majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Oakham. 

This  program  to  construct  a  Public  Works  Building  has 
the  support  of  the  Town  of  Oakham  and  was  attested  to  by 
a  vote  of  confidence  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on 
Oct.  15,  1976.  Funding  for  this  program  through  the 
Economic  Development  Administration  will  stimulate  local 
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enployment  and  will  serve  every  resident  of  the  Town  with 
inproved,  increased  and/or  additional  services. 

Oakham's  proposed  project  is  the  construction  of  an 
eight  bay  Public  Works  Building. This  building  will  be 
used  by  the  Highway,  Police,  Cemetery  and  Parks  and  Rec¬ 
reation  Departments. 

The  project  will  profice  for  offices,  housing  for  equip¬ 
ment  storage  and  an  upgrading  of  facilities  for  To\\n 
enployees. 

The  following  will  indicate  the  scope  of  the  work  to 
be  performed: 

The  site  of  the  proposed  Public  Works  Building  is  lo¬ 
cated  on  the  easterly  side  of  Barre  Rd.  and  is  about  one 
half  mile  from  the  center  of  Town.  The  building  will  be 
located  on  a  parcel  of  land  now  owned  by  the  Town  of 
which  2.50  acres  have  been  set  aside  for  highway  depart¬ 
ment  purposes.  The  present  highway  department  building 
is  located  on  this  parcel  of  land. 

Site  preparation  and  development  for  this  facility  will 
require  demolition  of  existing  building,  clearing  and 
grubbing  of  approximately  2.50  acres.  The  cleared  area 
will  be  used  to  construct  a  148  foot  by  52  foot  concrete 
block  with  brick  veneer  building  with  40,000  square  ft. 
bituminous  surface  parking  area,  two- 1000  gallon  septic 
tanks  and  leaching  area,  an  oil  and  grease  intercepto 
manhole,  miscellaneous  lengths  of  drain  pipe  and  three 
steel  underground  fuel  storage  tanks.  The  cleared  area 
not  containing  the  building  or  the  bituminous  concrete 
pavement  will  be  landscaped  and  will  be  surrounded  by  a 
chain  link  fence  with  locking  gates  for  safety  and 
protection. 

The  principle  component  of  this  project  is  a  concrete 
block  building,  148  ft.  long  by  52  ft.  wide.  The  framing 
system  for  the  entire  building  shall  be  designed  for  a 
40  psf  live  load,  a  20  psf  wind  load,  a  1  in  12  roof 
slope  with  interior  columns  permitted  within  the  struc¬ 
ture.  The  roof  shall  be  constructed  of  24  gauge  galvan¬ 
ized  steel;  walls  to  be  constructed  of  12  inch  insulated 
concrete  block  with  brick  veneer  finish.  Eight  electric¬ 
ally-operated  overhead  doors  will  be  located  in  the 
front  or  southerly  end  of  the  building  while  2  electri¬ 
cally  operated  overhead  doors  will  be  located  in  the  rear

or  northerly  end  of  the  building.  The  roof  will  be  in¬ 
sulated  with  a  minimum  of  6  inches  of  fiberglass  insu¬ 
lation  (minimum  thermal  resistance  of  13)  and  shall  in¬ 
clude  a  vinyl  vapor  barrier  suitable  as  an  exposed 
interior  surface. 

The  concrete  block  building  shall  be  anchored  to  a 
reinforced  concrete  wall  extending  from  two  feet  above 
finished  floor  elevation  to  four  feet  below  finished 
floor  elevation  where  the  wall  will  rest  on  a  12  inch 
thick  continuous  concrete  footing  built  on  bank  run 
gravel.  The  building  floor  shall  be  a  six  inch  thick  re¬ 
inforced  concrete  slab  constructed  on  a  bank  run  gravel 
with  internal  floor  drains.  Internal  drainage  and  wash 
water  will  flow  through  the  grease  and  oil  separator 
before  being  discharged  to  the  external  site  drainage 
system. 

The  building  shall  include  a  combination  locker  and 
shower  room,  rest  room  facilities  and  an  administrative 
area.  The  facility  will  be  heated  by  an  oil  fired  hot 
water  system.  Baseboard  convectors  will  be  used  in  the 
office  area  while  unit  heaters  will  be  used  in  the  re¬ 
pair  and  storage  area.  The  repair  area  will  also  have 
electric  radiant  heat  in  a  small  section  of  the  floor. 

The  interior  lighting  will  consist  of  flourescent  fix¬ 
tures  while  the  outside  area  lighting  will  be  mercury 
vapor  flood  lights.  All  electrical  fixtures,  outlets, 
conduit,  elec,  will  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
National  and  Massachusetts  Codes.  An  electrically- 
operated  3  ton  hoist  will  be  installed  in  the  repair  area 
as  well  as  a  3  ton  hoist  in  the  sander  storage  area." 

It  was  voted  that  the  report  be  accepted  as  presented 
as  a  report  of  progress  and  that  the  Committee  be  con¬ 
tinued  for  another  year.  Oral  and  Unanimous.  At  this 
time  the  Moderator  reappointed  all  of  the  Committee's 
members :

ARTICLE  16. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  any  funds  which  may 
be  alloted  to  the  Town  by  the  Commonwealth  and/or  the 
County  for  use  in  conjunction  with  funds  provided  by  the 
Town  for  the  improvement  of  Town  roads  during  the  Fiscal 
Year  beginning  July  1,  1977. 

ARTICLE  17. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  Section  8G  of  Chapt. 

40  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended,  giving 
the  Town  authority  to  enter  into  agreement  with  another 
city  or  town  or  other  cities  and  towns  to  provide  mutual 
aid  programs  for  police  departments  in  order  to  increase 
the  capability  of  such  department  to  protect  the  lives, 
safety  and  property  of  the  people  designated  in  said 
agreement . 

It  was  suggested  at  this  time  (10:02  P.M.jto  have  a  recess, 
and  a  10  minute  recess  was  voted.  At  10:12  P.M.  ,  the 
Moderator  called  the  meeting  back  to  order. 

ARTICLE  18. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  Randall  Packard: 

Nfotion  that  the  Town  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  40A  amend  Chapt.  IX,  Section  5  of 
the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Oakhajn  by  striking  out 
the  provisions  contained  therein  and  in  setting  the  place 
thereof  the  following  provisions: 

Section  3.  Mobile  Home  and  Trailer  Parks:  Adult 
hfobile  Home  or  Adult  Trailer  Parks  are  a  i')ermitted  use 
in  the  rural  residential -agricultural  District  as  an 
exception  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  by  S]:)ecial  Permit  Only. 

The  Planning  Board  may  grant  said  Special  Permit  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws ,  Chapter  40A 
and  the  Oakham  Zoning  By-Laws,  subject  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  pertaining  to  Mobile  Home  Parks  set  forth  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  General  Laws,  subject  to  appropriate  condi¬ 
tions  and  safe-guards,  and  likewise  subject  to  the  reg¬ 
ulations  pertaining  to  Mobile  Home  Parks  set  forth  in 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  32, 
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upon  application  duly  made  to  the  said  Board. 

This  article  was  voted  with  yes-no  slips  and  the  results 
were  66  yes  and  56  no. 

The  moderator  declared  this  Article  defeated  by  reason 
of  lack  of  2/3rds  vote. 

(2/3rds  vote  needed  to  amend  Zoning  By-Laws) . 

It  was  voted,  by  show  of  hands  vote,  to  continue  the 
meeting  to  the  next  evening,  same  location,  8  P.M. 

Richard  Riley,  of  the  Finance  Committee  stood  and  gave 
an  oration  praising  Mrs.  Bettyanne  Parsons  for  her  ten 
years  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Mrs.  Parsons 
received  a  round  of  applause  as  a  thank  you  from  the 
voters  present. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  11:43  P.M.

48  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  provides  that 
the  enginemen  or  members  of  the  Fire  Department  who  have 
served  for  one  year  preceding  May  first  in  any  year, 
shall  receive  from  the  Town  such  conpensation  as  the  town 
determines . 

ARTICLE  21. 

It  was  voted  that  the  matter  of  determining  what  com¬ 
pensation  the  Town  will  pay  enginemen  or  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  who  have  served  for  one  year  preceding 
May  1st  in  any  year  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Select¬ 
men. 

ARTICLE  18. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Denise  Packard  to  reconsider 
Article  18.  The  vote  to  reconsider  was  oral  and  unanimous . 
After  much  discussion  the  Article  again  went  to  vote. 

The  vote  on  the  Article  was  again  by  yes  -  no  slips  and 
the  result  was  84  yes  and  56  no.  The  Moderator  declared 
this  Article  defeated  by  reason  of  lack  of  2/3rds  vote. 

ARTICLE  22. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  add  to  its  by-laws  by  add¬ 
ing  the  following  Chapter  and  Section: 

CHAPTER  XI :  Rate  of  Development : 

Section  I.  Areas  of  land  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Planning  Board  under  the  subdivision  control  law 
shall  not  be  developed  by  the  construction  of  dwelling 
units  at  a  greater  rate  than  permitted  by  the  following: 

Subdivisions  containing  sufficient  area  to  provide 
more  than  eight  building  lots  at  the  maximum  intensity 
permitted  under  the  zoning  by-law  shall  not  be  develop¬ 
ed  by  the  construction  of  dwelling  units  at  a  greater 
rate  than  eight  lots  per  year  or  twenty  percent  per  year 
of  the  total  lots  shown  on  an  approved  definitive  sub¬ 
division  plan  or  a  plan  bearing  an  endorsement  that  no 
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subdivision  approval  is  required. 

Vote  on  this  Article  was  by  show  of  hands.  As  there  were 
no  hands  opposing,  the  Nbderator  declared  the  Article 
carried. 

ARTICLE  23. 

An  amendment  was  offered  by  Sumner  E.  Taylor,  Jr.  that 
would  have  been  more  specific  in  exeirpting  farm  equipment. 
This  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

It  was  voted  that  the  To\vn  add  to  its  by-laws  by  adding 
the  following  Chapter  and  Section: 

CHAPTER  XII.  Unregistered  Motor  Vehicles: 

Section  1.  Not  more  than  one  unregistered  motor  vehi¬ 
cles  shall  be  placed  upon  any  land  in  the  Town  of  Oakham 
unless  the  same  be  within  a  building  or  within  an  area 
not  exposed  to  public  view. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  by-law 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  of¬ 
fense.  Each  day  that  a  willful  violation  continues  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Vote  on  this  Article  was  oral  and  declared  carried  by 
the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  24. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  add  the  following  Chapter 
and  Section  to  its  By-Laws: 

CHAPTER  XIII.  Board  of  Appeals 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  Board  of 
Appeals  conposed  of  three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  for  a  term  of  three  years  each  except  that  the 
original  members  shall  be  appointed  one  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  one  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  a  term 
of  three  years  and  one  each  year  for  a  term  of  three 
years  after  that  as  provided  in  Chapter  40A  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws  as  amended.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  also 
include  t\v'o  associate  members  who  shall  be  appointed  in 
the  same  manner  except  that  the  original  appointments 
shall  be  one  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  one  for  a  term 
of  two  years  and  one  each  year  for  a  term  of  two  years 
after  that.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  may 
designate  any  such  associate  member  to  sit  on  the  Board 
in  the  case  of  the  absence,  inability  to  act  or  interest 
on  the  part  of  a  member  thereof,  or  in  the  event  of  a 
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vacancy  on  said  board  may  designate  any  such  associate 
member  to  sit  as  a  member  of  the  Board  until  such  vac¬ 
ancy  is  filled.  This  Board  of  Appeals  shall  also  act  as 
the  Board  of  Appeals  under  any  local  building,  zoning 
or  other  By-Law  and  the  members  of  this  Board  may  also 
act  as  the  members  of  the  State  Building  Board  of  Appeals 
if  so  qualified. 

Vote  on  this  article  was  oral  and  unanimous  and  declared 
voted  by  the  Moderator. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:37  P.M.  Total  amount  to 
be  raised  and  appropriated  as  result  of  all  three  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  $522,385.48. 

There  were  approximately  140  registered  voters  attend¬ 
ing  each  of  the  three  sessions  of  the  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  which  is  about  26%  of  all  the  voters  of  the  Town. 

There  were  275  ballots  cast  in  the  Annual  Town  Election 
which  was  50% . 

There  were  551  persons  eligible  to  vote  at  the  Annual 
Town  Election  and  Meeting. 


SPECIAL  TOWN  f'EETING  -  JUNE  14.  1977 

ALL  VOTES  ORAL  AND  UNANIMOUS  UNLESS  OTHERWISE  STATED 
ARTICLE  1. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$172.36,  received  from  the  County  in  the  form  of  Dog  Tax 
refunds,  for  use  to  help  m.eet  the  cost  of  operating  the 
Library  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  2. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000.  received  from  the  State  as  a  grant  for  Library 
purposes  for  use  to  help  meet  the  cost  of  operating  the 
Library. 

ARTICLE  3. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  transfer  the  sum  of  $8,500. 
from  the  Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery 
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Account,  approximately  $6,500.  to  be  used  to  meet  a  pay¬ 
ment  due  on  the  Trojan  Two  Cubic  Yard  4  W.D.  Loader  and 
the  balance  to  be  used  for  ordinary  maintenance  charges. 

ARTICLE  4. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$409.50,  received  as  a  gift  from  a  citizen  of  the  Town, 
these  funds  to  be  used  for  improvements  to  the  Town  Hall. 

ARTICLE  5. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  cruiser- 
ambulance  for  the  Police  Department,  turning  in  the 
cruiser- ambulance  presently  owned  by  the  Town  in  trade 
therefor,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,500.  from 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  meet  the  cost  thereof. 

ARTICLE  6. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  regarding  the  actual 
amount  of  this  Article  as  posted.  The  original  motion 
made  by  the  Selectmen  included  the  amount  of  $5,000. 
Richard  Riley,  Chmn.  of  the  Finance  Committee  claimed 
that  the  Warrant  said  $5,500.  and  he  amended  the  motion 
to  read  that  amount.  His  amendment  was  seconded.  (Later 
it  was  discovered  that  the  Warrant  as  posted  did  include 
the  amount  of  $5,500.) 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,500.  from  the  Overlay  surplus  Account  for  use  to  help 
meet  the  cost  of  operating  the  Fire  Department  during 
the  remainder  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  7. 

This  motion  was  made  by  Raymond  B.  Crawford.  It  was 
voted  that  the  Town  change  the  name  of  Swindell  Road,  as 
established  at  the  April  13,  1977  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
back  to  Tomlinson  Road.  The  vote  was  oral  and  unanimous. 
(Residents  voted  25  to  6  to  allow  the  To\vti  Clerk  to 
state  the  opinion  of  a  non-resident  voter,  then  they 
voted.) 

ARTICLE  8. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500.  for  use  to  help  meet  the  cost  of  the  Group  Insur¬ 
ance  Program. 

Ilie  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:35  P.M.  There  were  50 
registered  voters  present. 
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SPECIAL  TOWN  ^tETING  -  JUNE  20.  1977 

ALL  VOTES  ORAL  AND  UNANIMOUS  UNLESS  OTHERWISE  STATED 
ARTICLE  1. 

It  was  voted  that  any  funds  remaining  in  the  Chapter 
90  Improvement  Account  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal 
year  be  carried  over  into  the  coming  year. 

ARTICLE  2. 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $5,000.  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  meet  the  cost  of  interest  charges  coming 
due  during  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1977. 

ARTICLE  3. 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $872.78.  received  from 
Krussell  Insurance  Agency  Inc.  for  damage  done  to  Town 
Highway  property  be  appropriated  and  added  to  the  High¬ 
way  Machinery  Account.

ALL  VOTERS  ORAL  AND  UNANIMOUS  UNLESS  OTHERWISE  STATED 
ARTICLE  1. 

(The  Finance  Committee  orally  recommended  $2,400).  It 
was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000. 
from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for  use  to  purchase 
and  maintain  Fire  Department  equipment.  Vote  on  this 
article  was  oral  with  one  dissenting  vote;  declared 
carried  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  2. 

Mr.  Aubrey  March,  Chmn,  of  the  Planning  Board  made  the 
motion  that  this  article  be  passed  over,  ’’due  to  the  fact 
that  the  bill  in  question  has  not  yet  been  received."

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  create  a  special  unpaid  com¬ 
mittee  to  be  known  as  the  Pathfinder  Regional  Vocational 
Technical  High  School  District  Planning  Committee,  to 
consist  of  three  (3)  members,  including  one  member  of 
the  School  Committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41,  Section 
14,  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended.  Vote  on  this  Article 
was  by  show  of  hands  with  no  hands  opposing. 

ARTIGLE  6. 

Approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  It  was  voted  that 
the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000  from  funds  raised 
and  appropriated  for  highway  resurfacing  purposes  under 
Article  15  of  the  1977  Annual  Town  Meeting,  these  funds 
to  meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  work  on  roads 
not  under  the  State  Aid  Primary  System  and  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  funds  provided  by  the  State  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  356  of  the  Acts  of  1977. 

ARTICLE  7. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  establish  a  Council  on  Aging 
consisting  of  five  members  w^ho  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  for  terms  of  five  years  each  except  that  the 
original  members  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  one, 
two,  three,  four  and  five  years  respectively,  the  purj-iose 
of  this  Council  being  to  provide  information  and  servic¬ 
es  to  the  elderly  of  the  Town  of  Oakham  and  to  assist 
them  in  any  way  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


We  are  pleased  to  present  to  the  people  of  Oakham  our 
report  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1977 
together  with  an  account  of  the  significant  events  which 
took  place  during  this  calendar  year. 

The  Board  continued  to  carry  out  the  routine  duties  of 
the  office  throughout  the  year.  Meetings  were  held  every 
Tuesday  evening,  starting  at  7  P.M.  and  special  meetings 
were  called  as  required.  As  in  previous  years  the  time 
from  7  P.M.  to  7:30  P.M.  was  given  over  to  approving 
bills,  signing  treasury  warrants,  issuing  licenses  an 
permits,  making  appointments  etc.,  after  which  the  meet¬ 
ing  was  opened  to  participation  by  the  various  other  town 
officials  and  by  the  public. 

The  Board,  acting  as  the  Conservation  Commission  of  the 
Toivn,  held  hearings  on  one  application  for  a  Determina¬ 
tion  of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Act  to  land  owned 
by  the  Nadeau  Realty  Company  and  or  others  and  one  on  a 
Notice  of  Intent  to  alter  land  also  owned  by  Nadeau 
Realty  Company. 

Work  on  the  preparation  of  a  set  of  real  estate  maps 
of  the  Town  and  on  a  program  of  revaluation  of  all  real 
property  within  the  Town  was  continued  during  the  year 
and  the  1977  tax  rate  was  based  on  the  new  valuations. 

Other  events  of  significance  included  the  revision  of 
the  Tom's  zoning  by-laws  and  the  adoption  of  by-laws 
regulating  the  rate  of  gro\Arth  of  the  town,  storage  of 
unregistered  vehicles,  and  the  establishment  of  a  Board 
of  Appeals  to  act  as  the  Board  of  Appeals  under  :my  lo¬ 
cal  building,  zoning  or  other  By-Law. 

The  Board  again  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  Oakham 
for  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  represent  ;uk1  serve  tliein 
and  for  their  understanding  and  cooperation  througliout 
the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLy\NNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  has  been  engaged  in  three  areas  of 
activity  this  year:  drafting  of  the  new  zoning  law, 
research  into  the  new  State  Zoning  Act,  and  revision  and 
update  of  our  procedural  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Planning  Board  is  charged  with  reviewing  all  sub¬ 
division  of  land,  and  with  issuing  Special  Permits  for 
uses  restricted  under  our  new  Zoning  By-Law.  (1977) .  To 
this  end  the  Board  has  endorsed  several  plot  plans 
for  land  with  frontage  on  existing  roads  and  is  wrest¬ 
ling  with  a  subdivision  which  will  entail  a  road  con¬ 
struction.  The  Board  has  issued  Special  Permits  for  an 
antique  and  special  interest  automobile  restoration 
business  with  restricted  sales  rights,  a  craft  shop,  a 
beauty  parlor,  and  a  gasoline  punp  and  variety  store 
business. 

The  Board  has  expanded  its  resources  in  order  to  better 
understand  its  duties  and  responsibilities.  Material  has 
been  acquired  from  the  Audubon  Society,  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  and  M.I.T..  A  student  from  Worcester 
Polytechnic  Institute  has  been  found  who  is  willing  to 
offer  suggestions  and  technical  aid  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town.  Three  members  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Lindquist,  Mr. 
March,  and  Ms.  Tsang  attended  a  three  week  workshop  on 
options  and  requirements  of  the  new  State  Zoning  Act. 
Various  agencies  such  as  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  and  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning 
Boards  have  been  consulted  to  the  end  of  appraising  the 
Town  of  its  rights  under  the  new  Zoning  Act.  A  presen¬ 
tation  by  two  representatives  of  the  North  Worcester 
County  Soil  Conservation  District  made  clear  the  use¬ 
fulness  of  a  soil  survey  of  the  town.  The  Board  recommend 
that  such  a  survey  be  undertaken  to  help  substantiate 
the  new  zoning  requirements  should  anyone  challenge 
them  in  court. 

Lastly  the  Board  has  undertaken  to  codify  its  rules 
and  regulations  governing  both  Special  Permit  applica¬ 
tions  and  subdivision  plans.  This  tedious  work  will  be 
greatly  simplified  by  the  acquisition  of  a  copying 
machine. 
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The  Board  would  like  to  invite  the  Citizens  to  its 
meetings  (Tuesday  evenings)  and  Special  Permit  and  Sub¬ 
division  hearings.  We  need  your  opinions  so  that  our 
decisions  can  reflect  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COTiISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  members,  Maude  Stone  and 
Lewis  Hodgkinson  (other  members  could  not  make  it)  met 
with  the  Barre,  Mass.,  Historical  Commission  to  find  out 
what  experiences  they've  had  and  to  receive  any  advice 
they  had  to  inpart. 

Some  of  their  sources  of  information  were  (1)  Beer's 
§  Richard's  Atlas  for  old  maps,  road,  and  other  land¬ 
marks.  (2)  The  Archives  at  the  Dept,  of  State  for  1835 
maps  and  before  that  date.  (3)  Vital  Statistic  Records 
in  Libraries  up  to  1850' s.  (4)  Old  obituary  notices.  (5) 
Old  Taxes  and  Evaluation  Books.  (6)  An  old  Oakham  news¬ 
paper  called  the  Oakham  Herald. 

They  recommended  getting  a  Geodetic  Map  of  Oakham  which 
I  believe  the  town  already  has ;  also  maps  from  the  County 
Engineers '  Office . 

Concerning  a  Scenic  Roads  by-law  we  were  informed  that 
the  Mass.  Historical  Commission  would  send  our  commis¬ 
sion  the  proper  procedures;  and  advised  us  that  the  Con¬ 
servation  Commission  has  the  legality  to  present  the 
necessary  article,  and  has  legal  access  to  all  Assessors 
and  Town  Records. 

The  Barre  Commission  said  they  had  a  source  called  a 
"Town  Book  of  Roads”  for  Barre  and  wondered  if  we  had 
such  a  record  for  Oakham.  All  Coldbrook  Church  Records, 
which  would  be  a  good  source  of  old  information  are  in 
Barre,  not  Oakham. 

Barre 's  Historical  Commission  recommend  a  priority  list 
of  action  which  we  have  adopted,  thus: 

(1)  Photograph  and  get  recorded  the  Center  of  Town 
the  Common,  Church,  Town  Hall  and  old  houses  of 
100  years  or  older  around  and  within  the  near 
vicinity.  We  have  received  the  necessary  State 
forms  and  the  photos  are  taken.  I'm  to  take 
pictures  of  Miss  Krepell's  house,  Mrs.  Leone 
Daniel's,  and  the  William  Sampson's.  All  such 
houses  were  photographed  on  Coldbrook  Rd.  in¬ 
cluding  the  brown  "Rose  Cottage",  around  the 
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Common,  and  up  the  length  of  Maple  St... 
some  19  or  20  sites  will  be  included. 

(2)  Scenic  Roads  -  procedures  should  be  adopted 
by  the  town  for  their  control  and  protection. 

(3)  Then  divide  the  town  into  old  school  Districts 
(if  we  can  determine  them)  on  a  map  and  label 
them  a,b,c,  etc.  in  order  to  survey  the  town 
in  a  systematic  manner,  and  photograph  and 
record  all  things  of  a  Historical  nature. 

We  have  the  forms  for  all  possible  sites. 

In  June,  Historical  Commission  member,  A1  Parkman, 
presented  the  Commission  with  a  "beautiful"  list  of  Oak¬ 
ham  Historical  Sites  which  he  had  compiled  from  many 
sources... 72  are  houses  of  100  years  or  more  and  18 
other  structures  and  sites. 

Now  the  job  is  to  get  someone  who  has  the  time  to  do 
research  and  write  up  the  sites  and  structures  (as 
mentioned  in  (1)  above) ,  at  the  Common  and  its  approach¬ 
es....  and  to  apply  for  possible  public  funds  in  the 
form  of  grants  from  State  and  Federal  Sources. 

A  couple  of  months  ago  I  asked  the  selectmen  to  appoint 
someone  in  my  place  on  the  Commission. .  .and  this  is  where 
it  stands  at  the  moment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Police  Dept,  continues  it’s  sincere,  dedicated  ef¬ 
forts  to  simply  the  town  with  the  protection  and  assis¬ 
tance  it  requires.  This  of  course  means  continued  educa¬ 
tion  in  police  procedures  and  the  emergency  medical  field . 
We  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  have  two  more  members 
conplete  the  emergency  medical  technician  course,  bring¬ 
ing  our  total  number  of  trained  E.M.T.  to  seven.  Also  one 
member  has  completed  a  course  at  the  Crisis  Center  in 
Worcester  which  enables  us  to  counsel  in  cases  such  as 
drug  addiction,  alcohlics,  child  abuse,  potential  sui¬ 
cides,  and  rape  victims  etc. 

Other  courses  taken  this  year  includes  search  and  siez- 
ure,  court  procedures,  juvenile  offenders,  j uvenile  court 
and  combat  shooting.  No  expense  has  been  charged  to  the 
town  for  any  this  schooling  in  time  or  mileage. 

The  purchase  of  a  four  door  sedan  cruiser  has  already 
proven  to  be  of  extreme  value  in  expediting  police 
efficiency.  We  no  longer  have  to  remove  all  amublance 
equipment  from  the  station  wagon  when  making  an  arrest 
and  the  sedan  is  more  economical  to  run  during  routine 
police  work.  Also  during  an  emergency  the  ambulance  can 
be  used  to  transport  patients  while  the  sedan  stays  at 
the  scene  to  provide  protection  of  lights,  radio,  flares 
5  etc.  for  the  officers  left  at  the  scene. 

The  police  Dept,  sincerely  appreciates  the  support  and 
cooperation  it  has  received  from  the  townspeople.  We  hope 
that  you  will  continue  to  call  us  when  you  suspect  a 
crime  is  being  committed.

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DOG  OFFICER  REPORT  1977 

In  the  past  year  with  the  help  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Wesley  Dwelly  I  was  able  to  establish  dog  burial 
grounds.  This  has  helped  very  much  in  cutting  the  cost 
of  my  budget.  In  the  past  I  have  had  to  take  dogs  to  the 
Holden  Animal  Shelter  to  be  destroyed  because  of  the  lack 
of  facilities  in  town. 

I  would  like  to  thank  George  F.  Wells  Jr.  for  all  the 
help  he  has  given  me  during  the  past  year.  George  was 
able  to  go  on  a  lot  of  calls  when  I  couldn’t  be  reached. 
He  was  also  a  great  help  in  controlling  the  number  of 
wild  dogs  we  have  in  town. 

The  number  of  dogs  running  at  large  in  Oakham  is  con¬ 
tinuing  to  be  a  large  problem.  Please  help  me  do  my  job 
better  by  keeping  your  dog  restrained  or  under  super¬ 
vision.  And  most  important  of  all  please  remember  to 
license  your  dog.  Any  dog  three  months  old  or  older  is 
required  by  law  to  be  licensed.  The  fee  for  licensing  a 
dog  is  six  dollars  for  a  female  and  three  dollars  for  a 
male  or  a  spayed  female.  All  dogs  must  be  licensed  by 
April  first.  Licenses  are  available  from  the  town  clerk 
at  her  office  or  by  mailing  a  description  of  the  dog  and 
the  fee  to  the  town  clerk.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  year  1977  saw  the  Oakham  Board  of  Health  carry  out 
not  only  its  routine  and  usual  functions  such  as  the 
issuance  of  various  permits,  campground  and  housing  in¬ 
spections  and  rabies  clinic,  but  also  saw  substantial 
progress  made  in  the  writing  of  health  and  sanitary  reg¬ 
ulations  governing  the  town,  as  opposed  to  Massachusetts 
State  regulations,  which  are  not  always  adequate  by  them¬ 
selves.  All  of  these  additional  town  regulations  have 
been  published  in  the  Barre  Gazette  and  forthcoming  reg¬ 
ulations  will  appear  there,  also. 

Among  the  additional  regulations  are  those  listing 
fines  for  illegal  dumping,  the  requirement  of  obtaining 
a  permit  to  drill  a  well  for  private  water  supply,  re¬ 
strictions  on  the  time  of  year  during  which  percolation 
testing  may  be  done  and  subdivision  control  legislation. 
Copies  of  these  regulations  are  to  be  available  at  the 
Town  Hall. 

The  fee  for  an  application  to  install  an  individual 
sanitary  sewage  disposal  system  has  been  raised  from 
$5.00  to  $30.00.  The  additional  $25.  is  to  cover  the 
cost  of  a  special  agent's  fee.  Such  an  agent  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  sole  duties  of 
witnessing  percolation  and  deep  hole  tests,  making  re¬ 
commendations  on  soil  suitability  for  sewage  disposal 
and  on  submitted  septic  system  designs  and  inspections 
of  the  actual  construction  of  these  septic  systems. 

A  procedural  guideline  has  been  established  for  the 
homeowner  and  builder  listing  those  steps  he  or  she  must 
take  in  order  to  have  a  septic  system  installed  and 
approved.  Copies  are  available  on  request. 


Finally,  work  has  been  done  on  formulating  additional 
sewage  disposal  regulations  and  these  will  appear  and 
take  effect  in  early  1978.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HlfflWAY  SUPERINTENDENT 


Sections  of  Old  Turnpike  Road  were  improved  with  a  3/4' 
road  mix,  using  Chapter  90  Inprovement  Funds. 

The  Town  Road  Oiling  Account  was  used  to  seal  and  sand 
cover  sections  of  South,  Scott,  Whitney,  Gafney,  Happy 
Hollow,  Edson,  Barre,  Lupa,  Crawford,  Robinson,  and  New 
Braintree  roads. 

Although  we  had  two  unusually  severe  spring  snow  storms 
the  amount  of  money  expended  for  snow  removal  and  sand¬ 
ing  was  substantially  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 
Fortunately,  the  Department  had  some  Chapter  825  funds 
(State  monies)  which  were  used  to  clear  roadsides  of 
fallen  trees  and  limbs.  This  is  the  last  year  that  state 
funds  will  be  available  for  general  road  maintenance. 

The  final  payment  was  made  on  our  Trojan  loader.  The 
payments  for  this  machine  came  out  of  our  Highway  Ma¬ 
chinery  Account. 

As  usual  we  assisted  the  Board  of  Health  at  the  land¬ 
fill  dump,  also  the  Parks  and  Recreation  in  maintaining 
the  Little  League  field  and  common  to  help  preserve  the 
general  appearance  of  the  town. 

With  the  acquisition  of  four  used  communication  radios, 
we  now  have  a  unit  in  each  of  our  principal  pieces  of 
equipment.  The  radios  have  proven  helpful  and  timesaving. 

A  conplete  breakdown  of  all  highway  related  expendit¬ 
ures  may  be  found  in  the  financial  section  of  this 
report .

Board  meetings  were  held  the  last  Thursday  of  each 
month  to  approve  and  sign  bills  and  to  discuss  problems 
and  intended  inprovements . 

During  the  year  we  approved  the  application  for  a 
Title  I  LSCA  Grant  for  project,  "Help  Yourself",  gave 
our  consent  for  a  second  Story  Hour,  and  a  used  book 
sale,  and  sanctioned  the  acceptance  of  a  work  experience 
student  for  six  weeks  during  the  summer  months. 

The  services  we  approved  were  a  definite  benefit  to 
the  community  and  the  funds  for  these  services  were 
largely  realized  from  state  grants  so  the  cost  to  the 
town  was  minimal.  Hoewever,  as  nothing  is  entirely  free, 
each  added  service  must  now  be  maintained  with  community 
funds. 

The  increasing  population  in  town  has  also  increased 
the  demands  on  both  library  materials  and  personnel,  so 
that  greater  expenditures  have  been  necessary  in  that 
area  also;  and  although  we  have  attempted  to  hold  down 
costs  we  can  no  longer  continue  all  of  the  services 
offer  to  you  and  pay  for  needed  repairs  to  the  building 
on  our  present  budget.  Rising  costs  are  threatening  to 
force  us  backward,  but  we  cannot  afford  to  let  this 
happen,  for  today  an  effeciently  run  library  is  expect¬ 
ed  to  offer  the  public  more  than  books,  if  it  is  to  be 
an  asset  to  the  community. 
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We  firmly  believe  the  quality  and  quantity  of  services 
should  be  maintained  and  also  added  to,  for  if  we  are  to 
serve  our  growing  community  adequately  we  must  also  grow 
and  progress.  We  would  prefer  to  progress  by  fulfilling 
requests  for  a  Chess  Club  and  an  adult  Art  ^  Crafts  Club 
but  the  final  decision  rests  with  you  ---  it  is  your 
library.

REPORT  OF  W  LIBRARIAN 


For  several  years  statistics  have  shown  that  the  Fobes 
Memorial  Library  is  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  state.  In 
fact,  our  circulation  per  capita,  has  been  recorded  as 
the  highest  in  Massachusetts.  We  are  proud  of  this 
achievement  for  we  have  worked  hard  to  attain  it  but  we 
are  not  conplacent  for  we  realize  much  can  be  done  to 
improve  our  service  to  you.  Much  of  last  year  was  spent 
trying  to  reach  this  goal. 

During  the  past  year  we  continually  rotated  the  record 
and  art  print  collection  borrowed  from  the  Central  Mass. 
Regional  Library  in  order  to  offer  you  a  larger  selec¬ 
tion  of  material.  We  borrowed  hundreds  of  books  from  the 
bookmobile  and  through  the  inter- loan  department  to  offer 
you  a  variety  of  reading  material  and  to  meet  your  re¬ 
quests  for  books  we  did  not  have.  We  continued  our  Story 
Hour  for  pre-school  youngsters  and  also  spent  many  hours 
helping  patrons  who  were  tracing  their  geneology.  We  are 
still  working  to  improve  the  downstairs  reference  area 
and  have  cataloged  and  moved  most  of  the  reference  ma¬ 
terial  to  this  area. 

Through  a  Title  I  LSCA  Grant,  we  completed  a  new  pro¬ 
ject  entitled,  ’’Help  Yourself”.  This  project  was  design¬ 
ed  to  assist  persons  seeking  enployment  or  self-iirprove- 
ment  that  will  lead  to  improved  financial  conditions. 
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Because  o£  the  grant  received,  we  can  now  offer  you, 
an  electric  typewriter  (to  be  used  within  the  building) , 
help  with  resumes,  and  lists  of  potential  baby-sitters 
and  share-a-ride  persons.  We  also  have  space  on  our 
bulletin  board  for  work  wanted  ads  etc. 

Your  library  is  open  Tuesday  from  11  A.M.  to  4:30  P.M 
and  Thursday  from  1  -  4:30  and  7  -  9:30  P.M. 

Story  Hours  are  now  held  two  mornings  a  week:  Tuesday 
mornings  at  10,  for  two  and  three  year  olds,  and  Thurs. 
mornings  at  10,  for  four  and  five  year  olds.

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OVERVIEW  OF  1976  -  77  SCHOOL  YEAR 


This  eleventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Union 
#63  and  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  will  follow  past 
practice  of  being  brief,  with  the  realization  that  most 
of  the  leadership  and/or  service  provided  by  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Superintendent  are  reflected  in  the 
programs  and  activities  of  the  individual  school  systems. 

Several  major  problems  and/or  issues  captured  the 
attention  of  our  School  Committees  and  administrators 
during  the  76-77  year  and  are  worthy  of  special  mention 
herein. 

Organized  resistance  to  a  State  Mandated  -  School 
Breakfast  Program  found  us  very  actively  involved  with 
statewide  activities  designed  to  influence  our  legisla¬ 
tors  and  State  Board  of  Education  toward  revising  a  man¬ 
date  to  promote  breakfast  in  schools.  Our  position  was 
based  ipon  two  strong  beliefs:  (a)  the  local  school  sys¬ 
tems  should  maintain  the  decision-making  authority  in 
such  a  matter  and,  (b)  in  our  particular  communities, 
breakfast  should  be  promoted  as  a  "home"  responsiblility 
rather  than  change  to  another  added  school  responsibil¬ 
ity.  We  helped  change  the  initial  state  mandate  and  at 
least  Temporarily  have  local  options  in  the  matter  of 
"school  breakfast  programs." 

Exploring  new  roles  for  the  school  systems  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  and  future  ENERGY  CRISIS  found  several  school  sys- 
tems  taking  immediate  action  to  conserve  fuel  and  elec¬ 
trical  energy  consunption.  In  depth  study  of  the  feasi¬ 
bility  of  closing  schools  for  an  extended  recess  in  Jan. 
in  order  to  reduce  fuel  use  resulted  in  a  strong  con¬ 
sensus  that  such  an  action  would  not  be  wise.  Our  plants 
were  not  designed  to  be  conpletely  closed  down  during 
freezing  weather,  and  we  judged  that  savings  in  fuel 
consumption  at  schools  would  be  offset  by  increased  fuel 
consunption  within  the  homes.  We  recognize  that  the 
energy  crisis  will  worsen  in  the  future,  particularly 
as  it  involves  consumption  of  fossil  fuels.  The  role  of 
our  school  curriculum  and  instructional  program  in  help¬ 
ing  youth  plan  and  face  life-style  changes  that  reduce 
energy  waste  is  an  important  new  responsibility. 
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Emergency  Budget  management  became  the  most  serious 
problem  during  the  school  year  for  the  Quabbin  Regional 
School  District  when  it  became  evident  that  the  state 
reimbursements  we  were  entitled  to  by  law  were  to  be 
seriously  reduced  by  executive  and  legislative  actions. 
In  January  1977,  the  Committee  revised  the  Quabbin  oper¬ 
ating  budget  by  reducing  it  by  $37,992.  with  a  result¬ 
ing  freeze  on  all  non- contracted  expenditures.  The 
Committee  and  administration,  of  necessity,  became  heav¬ 
ily  involved  in  a  fight  with  state  legislators  to  revise 
their  decisions  about  limited  state  reimbursement. 
Acconpanying  this  effort  to  regain  entitlements  for  stat( 
aid  was  the  equally  energetic  promotion  of  a  reduction, 
if  not  a  halt,  to  the  state  mandating  of  costly  educa¬ 
tional  programs.  This  fight  for  maintaining  some  local 
decision-making  over  educational  affairs  will  be  a  con¬ 
tinuing  issue  and  concern.  Local  School  Committees  re¬ 
jected  further  study  of  K-12  Regionalization  in  spite 
of  the  financial  incentives  under  the  Chapter  492  legis¬ 
lation  recently  adopted  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass. 

The  threat  to  further  deterioration  of  local  control  of 
education  coiq^led  with  the  present  poor  track  record  by 
the  state  in  paying  state  aid  entitlements  support  the 
present  position  of  local  Committees  to  reject  consider¬ 
ation  of  K-12  Regionalization. 

The  strongest  general  movement  with  the  curriculum  and 
instructional  programs  of  our  schools  is  that  of  rede¬ 
fining  BASICS  IN  EDUCATION  and  inproving  formal  measure¬ 
ments  of  MASTERY  OF  MINIMAL  ESSENTIAL  SKILLS.  Consider¬ 
able  energy  has  been  devoted  to  identifying  and  measur¬ 
ing  individual  student  status  in  conparison  to  minimum 
standards  in  READING  COMPREHENSION:  LANGUAGE  SKILLS: 
SPELLING:  MITING:  LISTENING  SKILLS:  STUDY  SKILLS:  and 
ARIHINETIC  SKILLS.  We  have  formalized  our  measurement 
in  these  key  areas  with  follow-up  intervention  programs 
geared  to  grade  three  and  grade  six  check  points. 
Children  with  serious  deficiencies  in  these  basics  are 
provided  with  individualized  corrective  services,  in¬ 
cluding  cooperative  planning  with  parents  to  stimulate 
remedial  activities.  We  will  be  increasing  our  efforts 
to  have  every  child  mastering  minimum  essential 
conpetencies . 
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I  end  on  the  true  and  pleasing  note  that  most  of  our 
students  are  demonstrating  mastery  of  these  minimum 
standards,  and  our  challenge  remains  to  encourage  in¬ 
dividual  performance  far  and  above  such  minimums.

QUABBIN  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 
END  OF  YEAR  REPORT 
1976  -  1977 


The  1976-77  school  year  was  a  mixed  year  in  the  sense 
that  it  brought  both  some  serious  problems  as  well  as 
some  outstanding  school  successes. 

In  December  word  was  received  from  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  that  the  anticipated  receipts  that  had 
been  built  into  the  budget  would  not  be  forthcoming  in 
their  entirety  and  it  was  then  necessary,  due  to  the 
shortage  of  in  excess  of  $50,000.  to  iirpose  a  freeze  on 
the  budget  which  inposed  serious  hardships  ipon  many  ac¬ 
ademic  programs.  Due  to  a  continued  anticipation  of  re¬ 
duced  funding  from  the  state  the  FY78  budget  increase  of 
3.5%  may  not  be  sufficient  to  provide  Quabbin  with  suf¬ 
ficient  funding  to  maintain  school  programs  at  their 
present  levels  of  quality.  Despite  the  serious  financial 
problems  posed  by  decisions  made  at  the  state  level,  the 
Quabbin  staff  is  nevertheless  mindful  of  the  fact  that 
the  3.5%  increase  was  gained  only  with  the  sacrifice 
generated  by  local  taxpayers  who  voted  nearly  a  20%  in¬ 
crease  in  the  assessments  to  the  towns  to  absorb  the 
loss  of  state  funds  and  thereby  make  possible  this  mod¬ 
est  increase.  It  would  appear  that  budgeting  consider¬ 
ations  will  continue  to  pose  difficulties  during  the  next 
few  years  and  the  Quabbin  staff  is  intent  on  dealing 
with  the  realities  of  reduced  or  insufficient  funding 
and  will  do  everything  in  its  power  to  continue  to  pro¬ 
vide  outstanding  educational  programs  to  the  young 
people  of  the  Quabbin  District. 
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Troublesome,  too,  during  the  school  year,  were  a  series 
of  "bomb  scares"  during  the  winter  months  which  signific¬ 
antly  internqDted  the  school  routine.  With  the  apprecia¬ 
ted  assistance  of  the  Barre  Selectmen,  aid  was  requested 
from  the  Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms  Division  of  the 
U.  S.  Treasury  Department  and  considerable  training  and 
advice  was  received  from  the  agent  assigned  to  the  case, 
which  has  enabled  us  to  deal  more  effectively  with  this 
problem  than  in  years  gone  by. 

The  1976-77  school  year  saw  remarkable  success  and 
achievement  on  the  part  of  the  Quabbin  music  and  athletic 
programs ,  due  in  great  measure  to  the  efforts  of  two  out¬ 
standing  educators,  Mr.  John  Hansen  and  Mr.  Mike  Staiti, 
as  well  as  to  the  competency  and  dedication  of  the  staff 
which  these  two  men  lead. 

The  high  school  staff  immersed  itself  in  the  first  of 
a  three  year  curriculum  development  project  which  will 
ultimately  result  in  the  clear  definition  of  the  entire 
school  curriculum  as  well  as  in  a  concrete  approach  to 
the  evaluation  of  academic  programs.  The  first  year  of 
this  effort  has  been  extremely  successful  and  the  enthu¬ 
siastic  and  professional  effort  of  the  staff  in  the  area 
of  curriculum  development  has  been  very  commendable. 

Significant,  too,  during  the  year  was  the  implement¬ 
ation  of  a  new  and  highly  successful  health  program  at 
the  junior  high  level,  as  well  as  a  new  physics  program 
and  the  initial  inclusion  of  "Project  Adventure"  within 
the  Quabbin  physical  education  program. 

In  the  year  ahead  the  continued  development  and  imi- 
provement  of  the  Quabbin  curriculum  will  be  a  major  area 
of  attention  and  effort  with  special  consideration  being 
given  to  health,  consumer  education,  moral  education, 
and  the  development  and  implementation  of  coirpetency 
exams  as  a  required  conponent  of  the  Quabbin  graduation 
policy. 
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In  summary,  there  is  every  reason  to  be  increasingly 
optimistic  about  the  future  of  your  high  school  dispite 
the  concerns  raised  by  the  funding  issue.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  time  has  come  for  Quabbin  to  stop  ques¬ 
tioning  itself  and  to  start  believing  in  itself.  As  a 
staff  we  are  excited  and  enthused  about  the  prospects 
of  the  future  and  it  is  our  hope  that  President  Carter’s 
slogan,  "Why  not  the  best?"  will  become  the  motivating 
theme  of  the  next  several  years  at  Quabbin. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Health 
Services,  from  September  1976  through  June  1977,  as 
School  Nurse  of  Quabbin  Regional  Junior/Senior  High 
School . 

As  recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health,  routine  physical  examinations  were  given  to  stu¬ 
dents  in  grade  7  by  Paul  Berman,  M.D. ,  School  Physician, 
assisted  by  the  school  nurse.  Physical  examinations  were 
also  given  to  students  in  the  Special  Education  Class, 
and  to  all  students  participating  in  sports.  Written 
notices  were  sent  home  to  all  parents  whose  children 
were  found  to  have  any  physical  defects. 

Vision  and  hearing  examinations  were  given  to  all 
pupils.  Re-check  examinations  and  absentees  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  school  nurse,  and  notices  were  sent  home 
to  the  parents  of  children  who  failed  the  test.  All  stu¬ 
dents  in  grades  7^9  were  weighed  and  measured. 

Quabbin  Student  Special  Consideration  List  was  prepar¬ 
ed  and  presented  to  the  Quabbin  Faculty. 

Other  routine  services  which  were  provided  during  the 
year  were: 

Personal  interviews,  first-aid,  inspections,  exclusion 
of  children  who  were  ill,  counselling,  planning  with  and 
assisting  the  school  physician  with  clinics  and  physical 
examinations,  conferences,  ordering  all  health  supplies, 
and  notifying  parents  of  children  with  vision  and  hear¬ 
ing  failures  and  with  physical  defects. 
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Home  visits  were  made  on  all  students  with  Special 
Needs  being  evaluted  under  the  State  Laws,  Chapter  766. 
I  attended  all  Core  Evaluation  Meetings.
